Enquirer says: Senator Jones, of Nev- 
ada, -with whom I was chatting lately at 
the Hoffman House, tolii me that the 
plenantest dajs of his lile wer* his 
boyhood days about Cleveland. 
He 


counts Ohio as his native State, although 
born in England. The Senator pleads 
guilty to the Alaska gold mine story, 
but says $100,000,000 is too large an es- 
timate of its value. 
His brother i* 


Postmaster at Cleveland, and I ask*d 
him by what "pull" he retained that 
place. He replied that he had written 
his brother within a few days advising 
that he send hia resignation to Mr. 
Cleveland. 


"There is an inside history to his re- 


tention ol the place under this adminis- 
tration. Way back in ih» days when 
Dick Parsons represented the Cleveland 
district in Congress, ray brother and 
'Dick' fell out. My brother supported 
Henry B. Payne in the big fight, when 
the latter whipped Parsons tor Congress. 
You can understani that Senator Payn* 
would be slow to intimate that he want- 
ad the Posiofnce for any one else." 


I asked Mr. Jones in what regard 


Senator Payne is held in Washington 
among his associates. 


"No man stands higher," he replied. 


"It seemi to be understood that this 
attack upon him in Ohio id stirred up 
by his old antagonists, Pendleton and 
ThnrmaD, both disappointed men. As 
between Payne and Pendleton there is 
no comparison. Payne is the superior 
of the other in every attribute of man- 
hood and in his real position and stand- 
ing among men forty thousand leagues 
at least."

The New York Star, Mr. Dorsbeimer's 


paper, a Demoeratio organ of high re- 
spectability, prints this instructive edi- 
torial on the Pacific roads and the Gov- 
ernment debt: 


"The consideration of the Pacific rail- 


road-bond acconnU has been entered 
npon by Congress by the introduction 
of several bills dealing with their settle- 
ment. The bills proceed upon two op- 
posite theories, namely, that of letting 
th» Government tnke possession of the 
roads whenever a fault shall occur, as- 
suming the first mortgages and operat- 
ing the road as to repay itself the arrears 
of indetednesfl ont of the earnings. The 
other, that of allowing the roads to re- 
main in the hands of the stockholders, 
and extending the time for repayment of 
th« Government advacncs over such 
period BS will bring the annual pay- 
ments within the earning capacity of the 
road?. 
"Tne first committee which d?a!t«rith 


the Pacific Eailroad enterprise, in 1849, 
soon after the discovery of gold in Cali- 
fornia, reported against it as utterly 
impracticable and »s unworthy the Gov- 
ernment's attention. la 1862, however, 
public sentiment had so far changed, 
and the sectional controversy was so 
threatening, that both political parties 
demanded an iron railway to the Pacifio 
as bond of union for the then none too 
closely kuit States. The debates of 
the time show a disposition to grant 
whatever aid wai necessary to bring 
about the spe«dy c»eation of the road, 
with some misgivings as to whether the 
Government would not, after private ex- 
ertions had failed, have to assume the 
burden ;of completing it. No one in 
those days was sanguine enough to sup- 
pose that the venture would prove a 
financial success, unless, indeed, w* ex- 
cept the Jew couspicmonsly cautious 
capitalists who embarked the bulk ol 
their fortunes in the enterprise, and 
tha', larger number of visionary theor- 
ists who can never contribnta toward 
success any more than their words. 


"The prominent business men of that 


day showed the same apprehensions, ai» 
did the legislators, that further appeals 
for aid wonld b» coming to Congress on 
behalf of the Pacific Bailroad for a gen- 
eration to come. All this, with the light 
of our present experience, looks absurd 
enough, when we have transcontinental 
railways bidding for the business which 
one cet of rails oonld abundantly accom- 
modate. 
But th» contract with the 


first Pacifio Railroad companies was 
made with the lights then available, and 
by the rare good fortune of passing into 
the hands of practical men of affairs as 
a private enterprise, rather than as a 
public work ont of a public treasury in 
the bands of public officers, tl>6 enter- 
prise was carried through to completion 
in half the stipulated time. It h»s per- 
formed valuable services for the Gov- 
ernment in suppressing Indian disturb- 
ances, conveying military supplies and 
mails, opening new mines of metallic 
wealth, and, more than all, in binding 
and consolidating the whole Union to- 
gether, so that ii net a dollar in money 
w«re to be returned to the Treasury, be- 
yond the services of the roads, the Gov- 
ernment wonld be a gainer by the trans- 
action. 


"It is shown from official data that 


were the transportation which was car- 
ried over the road after its completion 
to be done by the modes of conveyance 
in use before its construction it wonld 
have amounted to nearly $10,000,000 
per annum, whereas the actual cost by 
by railroad was short of $3,500,000 per 
annum, leaving a difference of $6,600,- 
000 saved to the Treasury by the exist- 
ence of the road. But this is not all. 
The Government, under the old regime, 
was its own insurer, and had to pay, 
not only for the freight lost, but also for 
the wagons and animals captured or de- 
stroyed; and the service is done somuoh 
more espeditiously and certainly, aa to 
leave no comparison, either in kind or 
degree, between tlie two periods of ser- 
vice. 
"As a mtre business investment, 


therefore, th» United States could have 
afforded to build the Pacifio Railroad— 
if that were any part of its normal func- 
tion—for it» own trunnpoi-tation, >e- 
gardless of the prestige, convenience 
and utility to the public. Everything 
it could have obtained from the com- 
panies, and is expecting, also, repay- 
ment of the money, or rather credit, ad- 
vances in aid of construction. The al- 
ternate section of land granted have moid 
than doubled lh» value of the retained 
sections, so that even this species of aiil 
redounds also to the benefit oi the 
country. 
"Mr. 
Wilson, of the Senate, seems 


to cherish some antipathy towards the 
Union Pacific Company, apparently be- 
cause his suggestions and recommenda- 
tions while acting as a Government Di- 
rector were not heeded. He appears 
to have been in favor of paying over 
surplus] money ,into the. United States 
Treasury, instead of expending it in the 
building of branches and feeders to the 
main line, and he enumerates stocks 
and bonds of these tributary companies 
aggregating a face value ol $55,000,000, 
some of which, h» thinks, might h»v« 
been devoted to extinguishing the Gov- 
ernment debt, 
This is n question of 


business policy about which able and 
conscientious men may fnirly 
differ; 


1 and it must be conceded that these ad- 


ditions strengthen the ability of the 
companies to m*et tbeir engagements. 
It should also b* noted that President 
Adams favors turning ov«r these assets 
to offset the debt. 


"To a business man, to an experienced 


lawyer, or a far-seeing statesman, the 
difficulties to be encountered by start- 
ing th* Government in the business of 
conducting railroads are so snious that 
not until every other resource has bo«n 
tried, with failure, could ench a plan 
be entertained. Senator Wilson is re- 
ported to be a far-sighted man of affdira, 
and probably does not mean to embark 
the Government in a money-losing af- 
fair in working a Pacifio Bailroad, es- 
pecially 'as the loss would have to be 
made good either by taxing the whole 
people in order to carry on this trans- 
continental traffic at less than th* ser- 
vic» is worth, or, conversely, by taxing 
unduly those patrons who most use the 
road becauB* they can use no other, and 
who, from their remoteness from markets 
climata and topographical obstacles, are 
most deserving ol •ncouragement. This 
entire debt, if paid at all mutt be paid 
from tolls levied upon passengers and 
freight. The railroad bull Is after the 
Central Union line had double the land 
grant, and were built at n time when the 
lower prices ol labor find materials re- 
duced tin coat to out-half. Even Con- 
gress cannot take possession of the 
Union Pacific with»ut Returning the first 
mortgage bonds, which precede 
the 


Government claim. So that the newer 
roads wonld carry the through business 
at rat«B yielding small profit, while the 
older one, in the hand of the Govern- 
ment, was doing so at a loss. Legisla- 
tors cannot cheerfully confront such an 
alternative. 


"This is not all. Tha Government 


aided only by a main line from Omaha 
to the Bay of San Francisco, and has no 
claim ou the numerous branches, feed- 
ers, extensions and terminals, and the 
tributary iteamer lines which it did not 
aid. How long would it be before the 
business ol these would be diverted to 
the opposition lines? Turn the problem 
in whatever way we will, tke compul- 
sory theory of pursuing legislation will 
not bring back the money into the Treas- 
ury, but may involve sending more 
good'money after that which is in peril, 
to say nothing of the liability of the 
Government to damages for breach of 
contract. A peaceful, fair composition 
will secure the money and atop litiga- 
tion." By tha original Act interest ou the 
aid bonds was not required to be cur- 
rently repaid (except in services,) and 
five per cent, of the not earnings were 
to be applied to th* principal. 
The 


reason for this is obvious. The road 
could not be expected to earn interest 
during the fourteen to twenty years al- 
lowed, but not exhausted, for construc- 
tion, and when th» lein of the Govern- 
ment was postponed in favor of private 
capitalists, who advanced au 
equal 


amount of money, one half of the mail 
compensation, etc., was allowed to be 
paid over to me»t the interest on that 
preferred debt. The Thurman Act un- 
dertook to vary the terms of the con- 
tract (without the consent of one of the 
parlies), by authorizing all the compen- 
sation to be withheld—one half to be 
applied toward the Government debt, 
and the other half to be invested for. the 
benefit of the company and applicable 
to the debts in the order of their prior- 
ity." This sinking fund money belongs, 
not to the Government, but to the com- 
panies ; but is invested in Government 
bonds at high premiums (of which tbe 
latter are liable to be lost), where it 
may earn little or nothing, instead of 
being used for buying up und canceling | 
tbeir first mortgage" bonds. As n re- 
liance for meeting the debts the sinking 
fuud has proved a failure, and is so re- 
garded by successive Secretaries of the 
Treasury, by the Eailroad Commission- 
*ri and by all who have studied the 
subjaet. Ths Supreme Court, by a burn 
majority, decided that tbe Government 
might require ft reasonable additional 
security for.tlje payment of its indebt- 
edness; but if the case were to be re- 
tired, it might now readily decide that 
the Thurman Act was a most unreason- 
able and nugatory provision tor mseiiug 
tha debt. 


Tbe bill reported by tbe Judiciary 


Committee at the last session iirooerds 
npon tUe other iheory, that of asocrtuin- 
iag the probable ability of the compa- 
nies from their nut earnings, after all 
charges huve been met, and spreading 
the payment of the entire indebtedness 
to the Government, principal und inter- 
est, so that by equal semi-ounual in- 
stallments lh» whole may be paid us 
rapidly us consistent with tho mainte- j 
nance of the road iu good order. This 
is a settleaient on business principles, 
much an individuals or 
institutions 


would settle under like circumstances. 
There will not ba lacking demagogues 
and speculators, who from obvious sel- 
fish mutives, will tnke advantage of this 
d-libermion m Congress to urge violent 
mi azures ajjuinst the oompnmen; but it 
must be borne in mind tbut there h. S 
yet been no d»lanlt in 'the uuyinunt ol 
tun obhgitions to th» Government. No 
«ctu.il default is likely to occur for ten 
yearn to come, unless Congress, by some 
oppressive measure, shall precipitate a 
ddfuult in the first mortgages. It is to 
be regretted tliat Congress has not re- 
inrred mis question to a commission 
o imposed ol ^radical accountants and 
financiers. It i« DUB totally nnauited to 
ihe pui-suits »ud methods of th* aver- 


age legislator, and- its introduction 
serves as the signal opportunity for 
speculation and political passion. Th* 
sentiment of the business community is 
in favor of a settlement that will, dis- 
charge the whole debt and interest. As 
the Government is not in need of money 
and can borrow, if required, at 2% per 
cent., there can b* no objection to let- 
ting the subsidy debt run, after matur- 
ity, at 3 per cent.,, provided that with 
each half year the debt and interest is 
actually becoming smaller."

Convlctml and Pnnlghctl for Fraud 


ami Then Made Postmaster. 


CHICAGO, February 1.—The Daily 


News' Chippewa Falls (Wis.) special 
says that the people of Flambeau are 
very much agitated over the appoint- 
ment of John G. Norton as Postmaster, 
and will make a vigorous protest against 
hia confirmation. H* was OUrk of the 
town in 1884, and it is alleged that in 
that capacity h* robbtd the corporation 
by drawing orders to fictitious persons, 
which were signed by the town Chair- 
man and paid by the town Treasurer, 
who were also in the conspiracy. The 
two latter tun ad State's evidence and 
were let off w;Ci nominal flues, while 
Norton was convicted and paid a heavy 
fine to escape imprisonment. In a civil 
action the town alto recovered the 
amount of his share of the plunder. 
Norton was then a Republican, and was 
Postmaster, bat waa at once removed 
from the latter office, and in tho recent 
campaign he blossomed ont as a Demo- 
crat ,and a candidate for Indian Agent. 
Failing to get this office, be received 
the Postoffice, to the surprise of every 
one. During the war Norton waa a Sec- 
ond Lieutenant in Colonel Vilas' regi- 
ment, and it is supposed that this fact 
accounts for his appointment. 


Another «r«»t Advance, 


The Railway Telegraph and Tele- 


phone Company gave an exhibition on 
Stateu Island Monday, of a new method 
of sending and receiving telegraphic 
messages on a railway train under full 
headway. Among those on the train 
were Governor Leland Stanford, Vice 
President Sykes, of tbe Chicago & 
Northwestern Eailroad, David Dows, 
Vice President of the Bock Island Bail- 
road, Stuyveaunt Fish, of the Illinois 
Central, and Thomas A. Edison. 


A battery was in one of the passenger 


oars with a ground wire connecting with 
the axla of a wheel and tbe track. The 
other wire connected with the tin roof 
of tha car. Tho car roofs wers con- 
nected with an insolated wire, The 
common electric magnet worked by a 
Morse key, was used. From the car 
roof, messages were transmitted by in- 
duction to permanent wires on poles 
along the line of the railroad, a distance 
of from twenty five to thirty-five feet. 
Messages were sent to and from New 
Yoik and other points with perfect 
facility while the train was running at 
thirty miles an hour.

that the new wonder in ttlegrapliy 
would be introduced at once ou the 
Illinois Central Eailroad.

The Eureka Sentinel correctly re- 


marks: 


Since tbe demands made on the Ad- 


ministration concerning tho opening of 
the Carson Mint, some of the «net«n 
papers have taken occasion to give as, 
as a State, a piece of gratuitous advice 
about modesty, etc. The New York 
World hints that "the Nevada people 
wonld do well to keep aa quist as possi- 
ble about running unprofitable Mints or 
other things at the public ^expense, to 
furnish them with wages." Nevada has, 
so to speak, not only a black eye, but a 
bruised body. She is suffering from the 
business depression general over the Pa- 
cifio Coast, and an attempt is being made 
to strangle and destroy her chief indus- 
try. 
More ttan this, w« are advised by 


metropolitan papers of the East to keep 
quiet; otherwise a pnniKhmeut evi- 
dently awaits us. What is wrong? 
The State has produced since it ceased 
to be a Territory more wealth than it is 
liable to consume, ev*n though its popu- 
lation quadruples, iu the next ten years. 
Through the revenue laws and other 
sources the Government has received it» 
proportion, and a good large proportion 
it has been. The only appropriation 
worth speaking of that 'be State has 
ever received from the Government waa 
that of $100,000 foi a public building at 
Carson, and that construction is meant 
for the bccommodation of her servants, 
and not as a return favor for the mill- 
ions in gold and silver we have given 
the country and for the millions we con- 
tinue to produce yearly. When that 
building is completed and occupied then 
will cease tbe leuts for at lensi a dozen 
good Apartment aud 
buildings now 


owned by private individuals. It ia to 
stop the payment of these rents that 
prompted Congress to construct a Gov- 
ernment building; so that we, as a State, 
will not receive the principal benefit 
from the construction. 


The State has never asked any odds ol 


the Government. Comparatively speak- 
ing, she has done more to enchance the 
wealth of the country than any other 
State iu the Union, and what she has 
received is by no means commensurate 
with what she has given. She asks for 
no more than is asked by other States 
when «he requests that her institutions 
and her interests be protected. As a 
State we have nothing to be ashamed of, 
aud whenever we have anything to say, 
if we are conscientious, the East will 
hear us. 


FiotmE IT UP.—There are now em- 


ployed in the county of Ormsby an 
avarage of 400 Mongolians who clear 
a dollar a day above tht ir living. 


Thirty times four hundred is twelve 


thousand, and twelve times twelve thou- 
sand is one hundred and forty-lour thou- 
Faud dollars a year, which goes ont of 
Carson every twelve months to b* 
damped into th* coffers of the Six Com- 
panies, and then shipped home. 


It never comes back except now and 


then a few hundred dollars to Sun Fran- 
cisco to evade the Eestrietiou Act. IB 
it to be wondered at that merchants of 
this city complain of hard times.—Car- 
son Appeal.
